LONDON, June 23.—King George and 


Queen Mary' today showed themselves to 
the masses as distinct from the jno^e fav- 
ored olassos who are able to obtain ac- 
cess to the circumscribed area of yester- 
day's pageant. Today's procession. was 
on an even greater scale than that of 
the coronation. The route was more ex- 
tended, including a circuit of some of the 
most populous districta of the capital, 
The crowds that looked on were- corre- 
spondingly greater and their majesties 
wore accompanied by a largro escort. The 
scenes alonK tho route were to a .great, 
extent a repetition of those of yesterday, 
with a much greater crowd of spectators. 


The procession began to form In the 


yard o£ Bucking-ham Palace and the ad- 
jacent streets at 9 o'clock, ar,d two hours 
later it was on its way. Between lines 
of cheering thousands 
the 
royal party 


made stately progress from Buckingham 
E'alaco by way of Constitution Hill, PIc- 
cadiily, Trafalgar 
Square, 'through the 


city, ovor London 
bridge, 
by Borough 


road and Westminster bridge, thus mak- 
ing a complete circuit. 


SOLDIERS. IN LINE. 


Tho pageant Included four full squads 


of cavalry representing a,ll branches of 
that arm of the service, Life Guards, 
3 Dragoons, I-Iii2zars and L/ancers, each ac- 
companied by its own band and a section 
of Horse Artillery. These were followed' 
by ail tho navnl and military -aides de 
camp on duty, tho 'War Office staff, dep- 
utations of foreign 
officers, 
the royal 


.'-uite, thu members of the royal family 
and tho foreign princes and the colonial 
arid Indian escorts, who immediately pre- 
ceded the state carriage. 


In the royal equlppago with th"e king 


and queen rode Field Marshal Kitchener 
and the bearer of the royal standard. The 
royal escort brought up the rear. 


Seats for many thousands of'people were 


arranged along this long route, and the 
progress of the king and queen was in- 
clood a royal one. Everywhere they re- 
ceived an uproarous welcome from the 
visitors in the hotels, from the stands of 
Piccadilly, Trafalgar 
Square 
and the 


Strand; from the businessmen of London 
proper, who had brought their wives and 
children to tho city for this day, and 
again from their majesties' humbler sub- 
jects south of the river. 


STREETS DECORATED. 


Tho decorations of yesterday remained 


In Piccadilly ami 
those 
In 
the other 


streets traversed were not less spectacu- 
lar. In tho Strand there were rows of 
masts, each bearing a red lion and un- 
derneath a red. velvet drapers' with a lion 
rampant in the center- Festoons of va- 
rious colors ran from mast to mast. 


Down Fleet street to Ludgato, Circus 


thore w(.-rc alternately Venetian masts 
with crossbars and pillar masts, the Ven- 
etian mnsts surmounted by an angel, or 
flpmro of I'ame, wi th her trumpet, while 
tho pillar masts supported the British 


Hon and the 
Union Jack. The masts 


were connected by festoons of greenery. 


Across the entrance to London bridge 


a triumphal arch had been erected. South 
oi; the river every housei.no matter how 
.modest, had a piece of bunting flying1. 
Except for tr%3 absence of the gojd,coach, 
the cavalcad,e, .was more brilliant than 
yesterday, and the stands alorig-the route 
certainly made 
a 
bright appearance. 


Those on Constitution .1-1111, overlooking 
the palace g-ardleri, were filled with uni- 
formed officers .from 'every part of the 
world, who had come to London to honor 
Britain's king. 


On one stand were royal and other rep- 


resentatives of foreign states; in another 
were military ; officers attached to the 
suites of these representatives, and in 
the front rows of still another stand were 
naval officers from the International ships 
•at Spitheacl, including Captain Gove of 
the American battleship Delaware and 
his officers. 
These naval visitors were 


attended by'officers of the British navy 
and the naval attaches of the'foreign mis- 
sions and embassies.

£clay in selecting the site, but the impression othe delay.- conveys. 
iiThe evil is in the apparent inability of the directors to come-to an 
^agreement.

It is stated that the postponement is due to the lack of informa- 


ition regarding the cost of the proposed Harbor View site, which is

time the matter comes up again. Under .the circumstances Presi- 
dent Moore is quite right in insisting that a majority .of .the entire 
membership of the board'should agree upon the site selected.

of gas and electricity only a reasonable 
profit on the investment. 
There hai 


never been any rate fixing in A'.ameda 
county. 
The company has always re* 


duced its rates 
voluntarily, without be,< 


Ing forced to do so, year after year, ac-i 
counting for the profits which it hail 
made. 
It started at 20 cents In Berks- 


ley, and 40 cents in Oakland' for electrld' 
current. 
The rates have been read".

F. M. Tillisch, a man well known 'in 


the aptomobile world was appointed some 
months ago, by tile B. F. Goodrich Com- 
pany of Akron, the 
company 
whose 


manufacturing methods are displayed, 
to visit every large city In -the country 
and to arrange such displays as the one 
thrown on the screen at tha IVIacdon- 
ough. 
One of his duties is to explain, 


step by step, from the time tha crude 
rubber is gathered until the finished 
tlra is. produced, the different processes 
necesary and the amount of labor and 
care required to build this important 
accessory'. 
All of this he does while the 


picture show is in progress—and he does 
it in a manner such as to leave no doubt 
as to his familiarity with tire-making.

Nebel told the court that he went to 


church anfi to the theater with his -wife 
In the haps of winning her. affection, but 
for his trouble, ha declared,., he received a 
blow 
in .the face and demonstration of 
feminine fury. 


Plaintiff 
also -testified that' his wife 


would not even kiss him when he bought 
her new dresses. On the other hand she 
cajed so little for him, he said, that once 
when he was Injured In a .motorcycle ac- 
cident she .left him at home alone and went j 
to a meeting of a club, of which she was 
a leading member.

I/ocko mercantile company, regent of 
the Stats University, and one of the moat 
prominent financiers of California, was 
crushed to death "by an east-bound eleo- 
trlo 'train.' late yesterday afternoon while 
attempting to Jump aooard after be had 
left It- by mistake. 


Johnson expected to laavo -the train 


at Ross 'and go to Fairfax In his auto- 
mobile. 
When ba arrived ' at r'Kentfleld 
he mistook another machine for his and 
left the train. On discovering? hie -mis-- 
take he tried to leap aboard the train, 
which was fast leaving- the depot. ' Ho 
succeeded in 'seizing the handrail of 
the. second car. from the end, but missed 
his footing and was swung under the 
motor truck between the edffe of the plat- 
form and the ' Iron shoe which takes up. 
the electricity. 
This shoe Inflicted the 
fatal wound, cutting a deep gash In tho 
left- groin. 
F. W. Hawkins, 
who • was 
on . the 
train' with Johnson and 
Intended ac- 
companying him 
home, saw him fall. 


Hawkina jumped from the rear platform 
and fell, but escaped injury. 
The con- 
ductor, Frank Gallagher, saw Hawkins 
fall and immediately signaled the motor- 
man -to stop.
